Message from the Governor. 

A message from His Excellency the Governor submitting requests
for making certain appropriations for the fiscal year 2014 before final
action on the General Appropriations Bill (House, No. 3523), was filed
this day in the office of the Clerk. 

The message was read; and it was referred under Rule 30, with the
accompanying draft of a bill, to the committee on Ways and Means. 

Subsequently Mr. Dempsey of Haverhill, for said committee, reported
on the foregoing message, a Bill making certain appropriations for the 
fiscal year 2014 before final action on the General Appropriations Bill
(printed in House, No. 3523) [Direct Appropriations: $4,075,000,000].
Read; and referred, under Rule 7A, to the committee on Steering, Policy
and Scheduling. 

Mr. Kafka of Stoughton, for said committee, reported that the matter
be scheduled for consideration by the House. 

Under suspension of the rules, on motion of the same member, the
bill was read a second time forthwith; and it was ordered to a third
reading. 

Subsequently under suspension of the rules, on motion of Mr. Demp -
sey, the bill (having been reported by the committee on Bills in the Third
Reading to be correctly drawn) was read a third time; and it was passed
to be engrossed.
